Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that non of the references of Nakamura, Parikh 
and D'Evelyn teach the process of forming a uniformly formed modulation doped layer with a concentration of 2E16/ 
cm3. Furthermore applicant argued that the reference by D'Evelyn does not teach a Schottky diode that is formed by 
using a uniformly formed modulation doped layer with a concentration of 2E16/cm3.This argument as well as any 
additional arguments will be fully considered in the response to the last office action. 
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
